Examiner notes the statement about the interview summary and would like to clarify. Examiner understood all arguments regarding claim 
2, and agrees that the invention as explained is different from the Ikeda reference in that the invention does not include a buffer region. 
However, as claimed, the reference still reads on claim 2 as the buffer is read as a part of the channel input. 

The 101 rejection of claim 15 has been dropped 

Regarding claims 1 and 4, applicant contends that Ikeda does not teach reading data from the recording medium while also recording 
data onto the medium. However, in column 2, lines 18-44, Ikeda discusses reading and writing data at the same time. Data is read by the 
head while other data is written. 

Regarding claims 7-9, applicant contends that Nozaki does not teach the necessary verification means. However, Nozaki does teach the 
verification of the disc ID. This is a type of verification means that serves the same purpose as the present invention. 

Regarding claim 10, applicant contends that Sako does not teach the given parameters used for readout. However, the parameters are 
not clearly defined within the claims. Thus, the parameters used by Sako that indirectly are used for readout of data still read on the claims 
until there is futher clarification within the claims of the purpose of the parameters. 

Regarding claim 1 1 , applicant contends that none of the references teach selecting the given parameters for readout of data by readout 
means. However, Sako teaches the parameters as explained above in the argument to claim 10. Sako does not teach the given selection 
means. However, Shido teaches using a user input for the control values. Thus, the combination of these two references teaches 
selecting the given parameters for readout of data by readout means. 
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
